Escaping the Tax Laws 


'Addressing a gathering of county and township as- 


sessors from Northeastern Indiana counties in Fort 
Wayne Friday afternoon, Daniel M. Link, of the state 
board of tax commissioners, placed new emphasis upon a 
well-known fact in his declaration that too many people 
in Indiana are escaping the payment of their just propor- 
tion of taxation if not evading in one way or another the 
tax laws altogether. It is a condition that is by no means 
peculiar to Indiana—one with which the tax-gatherers 
have been compel led to contend from time immemorial, and 
which they will probably be railed upon to fare until the 
arrival of the milleninni. 
Kxplanation for the condition 


is to be found first in the failure of the average man to re- 
gard the payment of taxes as a sort of necessary evil—an 
outlay for which he receives no return whatever—and 
secondly in the justification he is able to throw about his 
position in the belief that in the expressive phrase of the 
topical song, "everybody's doing it." 
Men of wealth are 


continually accused of sequestering large proportions of 
their property and in this manner evading a considerable 
share of the burden. The man with only his little home is 
unable to adopt tactics of this Character, and as a result he 
is carrying proportionately the larger share of the load. 
It would help immensely if we could take a new and more 
correct view of things; if against the tax we are called 
upon to pay we could set off as a balance a proper appre- 
ciation of government, of law and order, of property rights 
and of protection vouchsafed to us by the governmental 
system maintained by the taxes we pay: that we have no 
right to its benefits save as we contribute our just share 
to its maintenance; that, the man who is dodging all or part 
of his taxes is making your burden the heavier, whether 
you pay much or little. Prom the time organized govern- 
ment came into existence men have wrestled with the tax 
problem, and when one comes to think of it romparativcly 
Httlc progress has been made in making Ihe taxation dose 
jseem less palatable. 
It will perhaps always be so. The 


system has proved an incubator of tax-dodgers, but no- 
body has yet, been able to demons! rate a better one. Tax- 
ation, direct or indirect, is the only means of raising gov- 
ernmental revenues. We cannot evade it, but, human na- 
ture has sought to put as much as possible of it off upon 
the shoulders of the other fellow. The efforts of the state 
board are now directed toward an equalization of assess- 
ments as the most promising plan of minimizing the dif- 
ficulties of the problem. To have accomplished this will 
have removed much of the cause for personal complaint as 
well as lifting tax burdens whore they now fall haviest.

dren living within the city limits there 
Is no fee connected with th* borrowing 
of books. 
For those outside the city 


- limits and who** parents do not own

"To join the li- 


brary," a* many children express it, is 
very simple. 
The child Is required to 


«ign a registration site, the mother, 
father or guardian signing also, to In- 
sure tt* consent and co-operation of 
the pesrenti. Many of the youngor chil- 
dren ttlu out a card as soon as they 
are able to print their names, if print- 
ing some of it may be called. Several 
of the very youngest -work at home for 


weeks to bo able to» hold a pen or pen-

which the librarian must read us some- 
one's name. 


Picture Books Selected.

hooks for these little people. The very 
best picture book* are selected and the 
selection of picture books for children 
is important, for tboy have a distinct 
educational placa in training tho eye 
tn an appreciation of 
color, harmony 


and line, and in developing the senses 
of fancy and humor. 
An attempt is 


mndc to lead tho litle people away from 
the comic illustrations of the Sunday 
papers.'1'and by giving them something 
vastly, butter to educate them to an 
enjoyment of what is really good in 
art and in literature. Many of the kin- 
dergarten nnd primary teachers borrow 
these booki 
for 
use in th«lr school- 


rooms. And mothers who are borrow- 
ers In tho adult department may take 
these books from the children's room, 
library cards being loaned for the pur- 
pose so that the parents may use their 
own cards In the adult department. Of 
course, as soon M the children are able 
to write they are encouraged to have 
c*rds of thoir own. 
Besides these pic- 


ture books the department has a splen- 
did collection of books on children's 
rending, story telling, how to tell sto- 
ries, as well «s bookft containing stories 
to tell or read aloud. These books are 
especially useful to mother* and teach- 
ers. 
Then when th« child Is old enough 


to read for himself, ti:ere are the prim- 
ers and books of easy reading.

Iricate to learn, requiring many long 
months tn master it. 


Others have tli<- idea that shorthand 


run lip learned very quickly and very 
easily. 
Several timps in my experience 


[ have been asked to prepare some stu- 
dpnt for a position in n month or six 
weeks. 
Tlipsp arp Hie two exlremes. 


and thp truth UPS between thpm. Short- 
hand is not hard to learn- not harder 
than 
the 
multiplication table. 
Prob- 


ably most any person can learn short- 
hand, while most any other person is 
learning the multiplication table up to 
the fifties. 
1 have had students who 


mastered the principles, completely, in 
twenty days, but they were not yet 
stenographers by any means. 
I have 


personally several times been obliged 
io master the principles oi a Fj'Btcm of 
shorthand in a week, so that I might 
read it and teach it; but I could not. 
in that time, become so proficient in 
that particular system as to be able 
to write from dictation. 


Several publishers who are interested 


in pushing some particular system of 
shorthand are fond of advertising that 
students learn 
their 
system in one 


month, or thirty days, and in that time 
become able to take n position. 
Almost 


anv bright young man or woman can. 
and should, be able to acquire the prin- 
ciples of shorthand of any system in 
thirty days' study if the teacher is a 
good teacher and if the text book js a 
good text book and properly arranged 


One Important Factor. 


One of the most important factors in 


the quirk ami easy learning of short- 
hand is the text book. 
Many compilers 


of text books fail to understand the 
principles of teaching and makes a book 
that is correct in matter luil. is so ar- 
ranged Ibfit the studen/, is confused in- 
stead of belpnd. 
This is so true that 


it is a maxim among teachers I hat "the 
self-instructed 
student 
of 
shorthand 


learns too many things tli.it are not 
so.1' It is a fact greatly to be deplored 
that many men who compile and ar- 
range 
text, books are not 
practical 


teachers, and so fail to look at the sub- 
ject matter from the right angle. 
On 


1 ho other hand, some men, without ad- 
fling 
to their general knowledge of a 


subject, are abl« to maTco *. text, book 
Unit is a delight to teacher and student 
alike—it is pedagogically correct. 


Rut few shorthand text hooks have 


li.->cii arranged by those who have stud- 
ied student psychology, and hence most 
text books on this mibject are pcdogog- 
ically faulty, and this 1» detrimental to 
the student, costing time and money. 


But. 
if the, text boolc has been pre- 


pared by the person who understands 
the. true principles of teaching, if it is 
l>uilt on the true principles of pedagogy, 
the teacher and student find the, tank 
easy and delightful. 
As an illustration, 


compare the old time and modern Tray 
of teaching 
any 
language, Latin or 


French. 
The old time method was to 


give a drill in grammar for weary weeks 
.•1 nd months, and the student was try- 
ing all the time to learn and remember 
granimaticnl forms for which could be 
seen no possible use. and it. was not to 
be wondered at that, the study was dry 
and drearr, 


The Modern Method. 


Rut by the modern method the stu- 


dent, makes use of the forms of words, 
adjectives and verbs, in sentences that 
convey, thus making it practical, and 
how delightful the study at one* be- 
comes. 


What would he thought of the teach- 


er who would compel a student to 
study all the rules of arithmetic before 
applying the«e rules to the solution of 
problems ?

teacher who has had experience with 
several systems. 


Most students are fitted by natural 


characteristics for 
some one system 


as a stenographer, nnd would fail in 
any other, no matter what system is 
written. 


Much of my work as a teacher of 


shorthand has been with students who 
have been poorly taught, and imperfect- 
ly trained. 
In this work T have suc- 


ceeded where others have, failed, and [ 
have been able to induce the student to 
acquire great speed, up to 220 words 
per minute. 


The Speed Necessary. 


It is believed by many that, sineo 


most men are able to sustain a speed 
of not more than eighty -words a min- 
ute in dictating letters." etc., but. little 
more speed is required in a stenogra- 
pher, nnd many schools turn their stu- 
dents out to takp positions when a 
school speed of flO to inn words per 
minute is attained.

typewriting rather Ihan by ability in 
shorthand. 
Of course the stenographer 


must write rapidly and legibly, and be 
oblo to read the'shorthand notes cor- 
rectly, but the man of business never 
looks at his stenographer's notes, and 
rarely asks or cares what system of 
shorthand Is written, but it is vitallv 
important to him to know that hit ste- 
nographer can spell correctly, knows tho 
proper grammatical form* and meaning 
of words, nnd can turn out, on the type- 
writer, an accurately written, properly 
punctuated letter, without erasures, in 
a ehort time. It often happens that the 
employer wishes

stenographer to 


write his letters directly on thn type- 
writer from dictation, and this means 
that there must, be greot familiarity 
with tho machine, nnd a speed of 00 to 
7i> words per minute.

Strange to relate,

man whose 


works may yet rival the masterpieces 
of the one-time resident of Cremona 
does not draw sweet sounds from his 
own creations, though he possesses the 
natural ear of a Verdi and loves to hear 
his beloved pets speak under the skill- 
ful hand of a master. 


Once, in a whimsical mood, Mr. Ker- 


lin concluded to add a unique curio to 
his already bizarre collection of instru- 
ments. 
The work took a whole year. 


A full-sized violin, laboriously assem- 
bly! out of l.ino separate bits of wood, 
was the result. From a woodworker's 
point, of view it is not only n work of 
art, but; also a great feat, and n fitting 
monun)cnt to the infinite patience of 
the man. 


With fond hands he uncased another 


wonderful amber-colored instrument of 
medium size, slightly shaded to light 
at the upper and lower ends. It was 
truly an object, of beauty, beside which 
the other paled.

SOME COOKERY HINTS FOR LENTEN TIME 


T T will do no harm for the hearty meat eater, whethei 
-1 he believes in the religious obsorvanco of Lent or not 
to refrain from eating meat during Lent except on Sun 
days and holidays. 


All through the winter the average man lias been eat- 


ing more meat than is good for him. and if ho wishes k 
sidestep that "spring fever'' which rmnes with the first 
warm days he had better begin to change his food, so that 
the poisons that remain from overeating may lie eliminat- 
ed before that time. 


Fish has been an important article of f,,od in all 


countries and in aTl ages. Although having loss nutrition 
than meat, it has much nutritive value. 
It is abundant 


and cheap in most countries and should be used freelv, es- 
pecially during the spring months when it is in season. 


Firmness and good odor are the great tests for 


fish. When boiled the meat should be white. If there 
is a bluish tinge or transparency after boiling, the fish 
is either not fresh or out of season. 


White-fleshed fish, as white ftsh, trout and shad, are 


the most delicate and easily digested, and the more oily 
varieties, like mackerel, salmon and eels, a r e - t h e most 
difficult to digest, but the most nourishing. 


Fish has little heat-giving properties, and requires! 


the abundant use of starchy food with it to supply fuel. 
This is why the scientific cook always serves potatoes in 
some form with fish.
